LONDON, April 3.—Discussing the 
American presidential situation and its 
possible effect on the relationship be- 
tween Great Britain and the United 
States, the Daily News, under the 
heading, “America and Arms,” refers 
to the reaction from war in the United 
States.

Becoming Less Violent. 


Although declaring that the home 
rule bill is impossible of acceptance, 
they are beginning to discuss it and 
point out weaknesses which are capa- 
ble of amendment. It is a notable co- 
incidence that the moderates are con- 
,centrating on the same points. 

I am convinced the chief opposition 
to the present bill is not due to the 
proposal to partition Ireland, nor in- 
adequacy of control, but to the $90,- 
000,000 contribution to. imperial 
finances to be exported from ireland 
yearly under the bill. 

I had a significant conversation to- 
day with George Russell, poet and re- 
former, who also is recognized as the 
foremost Irish economist.

RAILROADS AND THE NATION. 

Congressman William B. McKinley recently de- 
livered in the house a speech on the railroad bil) 
which was as pithy as it was brief. We should 
like our readers to ponder the following para- 
graphs: 

“I regret to see expressions by certain classes 
of newspapers, and also occasionally by a congress- 
man, of a desire to confiscate railroads. There are 
outstanding in the United States 40,000,000 life 
insurance policies, policies owned by you and by 
me for the purpose of protecting our loved ones 
in case Geath comes to us. I wonder if these peo- 
ple who so glibly talk of confiscation, or, what is 
the same thing, cutting off the railroads’ power 
to earn interest, realize that the security back of 
his insurance policy is in a large part railroad 
mortgages. About one-fourth of all railroad bonds 
are owned by savings banks and insurance com- 
panies. 

“ Now, we have come to the point where, in my 
mind, we must decide whether we will have pri- 
vate ownership and operation under government 
supervision or whether we will have railroad bank- 
ruptcy, and, of necessity, government ownership. 
The population of the United States grows at the 
rate of 2 per centa year. All the people and every 
industry are absolutely dependent upon efficient 
railroad service. Efficient service and prompt 
freight distribution are vital. Without them our 
present civilization would collapse. One hundred 


of the United States and probably because they 
get the feeling that they are under it. 
When La Prensa says it is an economic policy to 
dislodge European influence it is intentionally or 
unintentionally misleading South American opin- 
fon. We have not had any cultural relations with 
the Latin republics and not nearly the volume of 
commerce which would be advantageous to both 
the United States and South America. 
It has seemed virtually impossible to make an 
adjustment between the Latin and the American 
commercial minds or to reconcile their methods. 
The South American republics are connected with 
Europe by language, literature, art, politics and 
commerce and no serious American attempts have 
been made even to win over their affections. 
Occasionally a mission or a conference or & con- 
gress tries it, but no real national effort is behind 
it and little comes of it. It may be irritating to a 
South American government, with a foreign trained 
army, to feel that it is under an imputation of 


| wardship, that if its sovereignty ts threatened by | 


Europe it will receive American ald or if it tried 
to sell out its sovereignty to Europe it would not 
be allowed. 

That implication is in the Monroe ddotrine, 
but in the various changes which have been 
worked upon this policy since {t was used to serve 
notice upon the Holy Alliance, it remains a merely 
protective declaration. _ 

It ig probably true that the time has gone when 
South or Central America could be Africanized by 
Europe, but the time has not gone when Hurope 
would do it if it were possible or became possibile, 
The United States will not have European wars 
fought in the western hemisphere if it can be 
helped and in the way of helping it the United 
States will not permit a further spread of Euro- 
pean institutions in this hemisphere. 

That ought to coincide with South American 
nationalistic impulses and policies and it can stick 
without putting the United States in the posture 


of arrogance. 


WHAT THE FARMERS ARE 
THINKING. 


There is no lack of public expression of the 
| open of business or of labor. We hear 1 
from a class upon which the whole fabric of the 
nation’s prosperity is founded, the farmers. Re- | 
cently the Farmers Loan and Trust company of 
Sioux City, Ia., asked for the opinions of farmers 
in that region on the subject of increased produc- 
tion. In a pamphlet it now publishes some of the 
replies, which taken together probably offer as 
fair a representation of the American farmers’ 
state of mind and point of view as could be shown 
within reasonable bounds. 

The most general and striking fact disclosed by 
the letters is the strong reaction against reduction 
of hours of work. There is no demand for reduc- 
tion for the farmer. On the contrary, the assump- 
tion in virtually all cases is that men must work 
and work hard to have what they expect from mod- 
ern civilization. 

“All production,” writes C. F. Hood of Leeds, 
“except from the farm, has diminished. Let other 


into the day’s work and continue it six days each 
week, and the ‘high cost of living’ will resolve 


years ago my grandfather, upon a southern Ohio 
farm, with his family of eight children, felt no 
need of railroads. They cut their trees: for fuel, 
spun the wool grown upon the backs of their own 
sheep for clothing; they raised their own tobacco, 
took their wheat to the mill to be ground; dried 
their own fruit and sorted, their own vegetables 
I-ven their shoes and boots were made by the vil 
lage cobbler from hides taken off the backs of 
their own, cattle. 

“Today the dweller in the towns, comprising 
two-thirds of the population, is dependent upon the 
railroads for everything. Even the farmers—out- 


itself into the ‘cost of high living.’ Even then the 
work of the women and the children of the farmer 
will not be requited. A thirty or even a forty-four 
hour day will not produce enough to keep the 
world going.” 

J. B. Smith of Moville writes: “The short hour 
day man can do a day’s work, crank up his auto, 
and start out across the country to visit his brother 
farmer and congratulate him on his fine show of 
crops. The farmer has done his day’s work after 
the plow, gone home, milked cows, fed calves and 
pigs until 9 o’clock, putting in from fourteen 
to sixteen hours a day. The world has never had 
such a wave of prosperity as during the last three

“It is now estimated that $6,000,000,000, an 
amount practically one-half of the present mort- 
gage debt of the 250,000 miles of railroads of the 
country, will be needed to rehabilitate the rail- 
roads, rebuild and extend the necessary track, add 
to the present terminals, and buy more cars and 
engines to cover the demands for the convenience 
of the people during the next five years. This 
$6,000,000,000, over one-fotirth the bonded debt of 
the whole United States roads, must be obtained 
by the railroads from the people through the sale 
to the people of railroad securities. 

“The railroads when they go*to the private in- 
vestor in the money market must come in compe- 
tition with the man that wants to borrow money 
to build a house, enlarge a factory, to start a bank, 


the railroads must be as attractive as to interest 
and as sure of repayment as to principal as the 
notes of the concerns in other business. If there 
is any question as to the ability to repay both 
principal and interest, the savings of the people 
will not go into new railroad securities. If the 
billions of money needed cannot be borrowed, the 
‘railroads will go into bankruptcy and the govern- 
ment will be compelled to take them over to re- 
habilitate them. Unless the railroads are allowed 
_sufficient earnings to establish their credit, all this 
. will happen just as sure as 2 and 2 make 4.” 

} <A wider and more thoughtful consideration of 
Mthese fundamental facts would produce a saner 
‘and ‘more helpful public attitude toward railroad 
legislation and public policy. There have been 
evils in private ownership and will continue to be, 
since all men are fallfbie, But we should be wise 


“if we stopped to think that public ownershfp must |! 


also be human and fallible and if we examined very 
carefully the easy promises of its proponents from 
this point of view. The basic truth of the whole 
problem is that the American nati needs and 
wunts the best serving at a reasoraDle expense. 
We doubt that public ownership and operation, 
which means political operation, will provide either 
efficiency or economy.

Idleness is one 
of the great causes of the high cost of living. About 
the only way to increase production is to be pinched 
to necessity.” 

As for the increase of production by the farmer, 


by Fred H. Wright of Moville, who says: “ To pro- 
duce more the people in the United States must 
work longer hours, as the farmer does. But if the 
farmer does his share and produces more, union 
labor hangs back and the farmer is cutting his own 
throat because pork, beef, and foodstuffs flood the 
market and the farmer gets nothing for his work 
while the rest of the world lives off of him, Most 
all good farmers are overworked.” 

Many ask: Why produce more when the in- 
crease will lower prices on our products and wipe 
out what profit the farmer can hope for and 
that is small and diminishing qoetiy? Alexander 
Paul of Bronson says: “One great dread of the 
farmer is overproduction.” Several point out that 
there is plenty of food in the country, but insuffi- 
cient means of getting it to market. Al Rudholm 
of Lawton suggests some plan “to reduce the cost 
of handling between the farmer and consumer 
which would lower the cost of living and help stop 
the scrapping between capital and labor.” “Then 
wages,” he says, “ would not have to be raised eo | 
many times to keep ahead of living costs.” 

But what must chiefly impress any reader of this 
significant little pamphlet is the emphasis on work, 
“increased cost of work per capi¢a” as one farm- 
er writes. There is little complaint that the 
farmer works too hard, but there is general de 
mand that others shall work as hard as he does. 
City folks, the farmer tells us, must not ask the 
farmer to produce more while clamoring for shorter 
hours, more leisure, more luxuries and lower prices. 
He does not propose to pay much attention to 
appeals for more farm production while capital and 
labor quarrel over the profits of industry and cut 
down production of the things the farmer needs. 
The farmer, as Mr. Rudholm says, is “ only a part 
of the circle.”

Practically the matter works out this 
way: The pregnant woman should have 
a diet rich in bread, cereals, sugar, and 
vegetables, and cotaining rather a small 
amount of protein. If in spite of this 
the woman develops nausea, she should 
eat more bread, cereals, and vegetables, 
and less meat and eggs. She should 
avoid long fasts. 

For instance, ft is a mistake to ge 
withouf food from the evening dinner 
at about 6 in the evening until a morning 
breakfast at about 8 Some crackers 
or a cereal at bedtime, or as a midnight 
lunch or in the early hours of the morn- 
ing. A few crackers midway of the 
morning and afternoon may also be ad- 
visable, 

Some cases may require in addition 
two to four tablespoonfuls of a 10 per 
cent solution of glu@tose and 2 per cent 
bicarbonate of in water—taking 
this every few hours. About half a pint 
to one pint a day is taken. 

If the vomiting ts obstinate it will be 
necessary for a physician to take the 
matter in hand and give treatment along 
the same general lines, but given in a 
more scientific and better controlled way.

Michigan stafts the week with a di- 
rect preference primary tomorrow and 
will choose the machinery that will 
name the Chicago delegates.

tion. The bills also provide for repeal |

Tax Exempt Bonds. 
Tax exempt bonds are exceedingly pop-. 


ular just now while the taxpayer is 


struggling with the assessment blank 
and his conscience at the same time. 
If he lists nonexempt bonds a third of 
his income from them will be taken 
by the tax collector. If he does not 


list them his conscience may cause trou- } 


ble. Tax exempt bonds offer the only 
escape from the unpleasant dilemma. 

‘A dozen or so states exempt from tax- 
ation the bonds issued~by themselves 
and by cities, school districts, and other 
political divisions of their territory. Illl- 
nols is not. one of these states. If 
you hold a bond of Chicago which yields 
'4 per cent the law says you must re- 
‘port it for taxation and must pay the 
same rate on it that your neighbor pays 
on @ flat building, which may yield 
10 per cent. 

There is a long list of bonis legally 
exempt from taxation in Illinois. Lib- 
erty bonds and all other direct obliga- 


19 tions of the United States government 
‘need not be reported to the assessor. 


There are also nearly $300,000,000 of fed- 
eral farm loan bonds and $55,000,008 of 
joint stock land bank bonds outstand- 
ing, all exempt from local taxation.: Be- 
sides these large issues, there is a va- 
riety of bonds put out by the govern- 
ments of Hawaii, Porto Rico, and the 


. Philippine islands and their cities and 


other political divisions which are ex- 
empt from assessment. The District 
of Columbia has an issue of nearly 
$6,000,000 which is not taxable. 
Exemptions of bonds under the fed- 
eral income tax law are not the same 


as under the state laws.

FINISHING THE COUCH COVER. 


ODAY is. described the balance 
of the work of making a fitted 
cover for a davenport, the first 
part of which was given last 

Sunday. 
. Fit the inside of the arm next by 
pinning one end of the material sd it 
-is lengthwise on the depth of the arm, 
and have the most prominent part of 
the design come in the middie of the 
length. Pin it to the upholstery so as 
to keep it straight, and cut it off across 
the top, allowing a good % inch seam 
margin. In cutting it down the back 
slope it out well, the same as the 
back is sloped, and then cut the front 
edge. You ean now either cut the op- 
posite side by this piece, or leave it 
pinned to the davenport and do it later. 
The strip to cover the top of the 
arm has to be cut, and shou!d be on the 
straight of the cloth, ana cut in one 
length from the back at the top, down 


- Be sure and keep it straight and al- 


low the required margin on each edge. 
Pin this strip while it is on the 
lounge to the side arm and back pieces, 


pinning it so it fits, and letting the two 


raw edges stand up towards the right 
side. 

Then pin some of the material on 
the oufside of the arms, pinning it 
to the top arm strip from the top of the 
davenport, down the arm and so on 
down to.the bottom, then cut it off, al- 
lowing the proper seam margins. Do 
this at both ends. Two selvages should 
be lapped about one inch and pinned 
to the back of the narrow strip going 
across the top of the lounge, then 


‘pinned to fit to the outside, side 


pieces, and cut off, allowing for proper 


seams across the top and sides and 


for the bottom hems. 

The Frerich seams where the inside 
arm pieces join the seat and back, 
must be finished first—that is, after 
the fold across the front edge of the 
seat and top of the back have been 
stitched—anéd after the first stitching 
is done, turn the raw edges in so as to 
make a finished seam % inch wide, 
cutting off some of the raw edges if 
necessary. 


Next, turn the hem up around the 
bottom, on all the pieces, and stitch 
them and remove the bastirfgs. Then 
the seam across the top, where tho 
back is joined, should be finished. But 
when the arm atrips are reached at 
each end, clip them in a seam’s width 
and turn in those edges, so that they 
will be free and not included in the 
seam across the top. Then finish the | 
seams at each end, where the long arm | 
strip joins to the inside and outside 
arm pieces, and when basting for the 
first stitching, turn in the ends of the 
seams top and bottom, and overcast,

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Another result of experiment is thus 
summarized: “ A new process of mak- 
ing marmalade has, been develoved. hv 
which the of manufacture great- 
ly reduced and the flavor and color 
retained to A much greater degree than 
in marmalade now produced.” 


All the citrus fruits contain the ele- 
ment pectin or fruit gelatin. This 


when combined with acid fruit juices 


and sugar “ jells.” Commercial jellies 


are so unlike the fresh fruits from 


which they are made often because 
animal gelatin is used. It is now pos- 
sible to buy fruit pectin or make your 
own from citrus fruits, which containa 
large amount to combine wijth straw- 
berries, cherries, peaches, and other 
fruits whose juices contain too little 
pectin to jelly. 


How Pectin {s Made. 


To maké this pectin, according to Cir- 
cular No. 146 of the University of Cali- 
fornia, you should proceed as follows: 
“The whole fruit is used and is first 
cut -into pieces one-fourth inch 
thick. If cut too fine, the fruit in cook- 
ing becomes too mushy and the pectin 
solution very cloudy; if too coarse, the 
pectin is imperfectly extracted. The 
liquid should cover the fruit and boil 
slowly.” 

Right here is a point in the de- 
scription which I object to. It says 
that “the volume of water should be 
kept constant by additions of water 
when necessary.” If cooked slowly 
enough, this will not be necessary, and 
I know on general principles that hay- 
ing to add water to anything midway, 
while it is cooking, is not the best prac- 
tice and may be exceedingly bad prac- 
tice. It is demonstrable. But to con- 
tinue the quotation: 

“Rapid and too prolonged boiling 
softens and breaks up the fruit and 
gives a muddy liquor. About one hour’s 
boiling has given satisfactory results. 
At the end of that time the liquid con- 
tains the pectin and should be clear 
and of more or less gummy conaist- 
ency. It must be separated from the 
fruit while still hot to avoid the neces- 
sity of too much pressing. Most of the 
pectin may be strained off through a 
coarse mesh bag—for example, cheese- 
cloth—without pressure; the remaining 
liquid may be extracted by gentle 
pressure,” and kept separate. 


Clearing the Solution. | 
Following this are directions for 


clearing the pectin solution: “ Jelly is 


most attractive if bright. The clearing 
must be done before the sugar is added. 


| The most simple and effective method 


‘ or mold. But it will not spoil with 65 


thus far is to allow the pectin 
solution to stand twenty-four hours to 
*settle. The clear liquid can then be 
decanted or siphoned off and used with- 
out further clarification. ‘The sediment 
can be strained through a heavy felt or 


flannel jelly bag. Fruit jars or bottles | 


are suitable containers for the liquid 
during the settling process. With care 
ful boiling no clearing is necessary. 

Since acid is neces to jelly be- 
sides pectin, it has been found that 
fully ripe oranges and grapefruit do 
not contain enough of it to give a good 
jelly in all cases; therefore lemons are 
added, four to six being allowed to each 
dozen oranges or grapefruits. 

The decision about cane amd beet 
sugar is not uninteresting, .since so 
many people all over the country be- 
lieve that you cannot make jelly with 
the latter. Here they say the two are 
equ-tly good, since are the same 
chemically, and the prejudice against 
beet sugar is unwarran 


Less Sugar with Much Pectin. 


When'a large| amount of pectin is 
present in a fruit juice with the neces- 
sary acili, the sugar may be as low as 
50 per cent, but\the jelly must be 
sterilized and seal under such cir- 
cumstances; otherwise it will ferment 


per cent of sugar, with the large 
amount of pectin. If water is to be 
boiled off, it should be done before 
sugar is added. This condenses sugar 
present in fruit. The thermometer 
test has been found most reliable. A 
juice should jell at 8 degrees above 
boiling point, or 220 degrees for most of 
the country. The “sheeting” test is 
also used; that is, the jelly is cooked 
enough when it sheets from the spoon. | 


Since boiling fruit for the extraction 
of the pectin and then the boiling of 
the suger solution drives off much of 
the fruit flavor and aroma, this is re. 
placed by orange extracts added when 
the jelly has cooled to 175 degrees. I 
have given before now the method of 
making this for an orange ice, and 
prefer to let it remain overnight even 
when water is used, but here are the 
directions of the bulletin: 

“Grate the yellow rind from two 


oranges and two lemons,fine. Té the 
gratings add about three t ons of 
water and squeeze the liquid m the 


mixture through a small cloth bag. 
This will flavor about ei@ht glasses of 
jelly.” | 

If pure grain alcohol is added and 
the whole stands overnight, six or 
eight drops per glass is enough of the 
extract, if added when it has cooled to 
175 degrees.

Kumquat Preserves. 

Wash the kumquats and drain well; 
cut (without peeling) into halves or 
quarters lengthwise and remove the 
seeds. Weigh the fruit. Allow one 
pound or three-fourths of a pound of 
sugar for each pound of fruit (acgbrd 
ing to the richness desired) and half the 
weight of the fruit in water. Turn th- 
‘fruit with the water into an agate pre- 
serving kettle and let simmer unti 
fruit is perfectiy tender, but not bro 
ken. Carefully skim out the frult and 
to the liquid, which has lost in volume 
by evaporation, add water that the 
whole may equal half the weight of the 
Sugar; allow the juice of one lemon for 
each pound of fruit. Add the sugar 
and stir until melted; then boil five min- 
utes, skim, add the fruit, and let sim 
mer until.fruit is transparent. The 
sirup should be of the same consistency 
as that of prese-ved Canton ginger. 
Store in sterilized glasses as jelly. 


Rhubarb Chariotte.

ever before been taken. It is the open- 
ing of the door to the utilization of the 
abundance of splendid material we pos- 
Sess in our young musitians—a mate- 
rial which until now has been left vir- 
tually untouehed and wasted. 


The American music student now

| vital, are again often commonplace 
and inconsequential. Self criticism 
was not one of the master’s gifts and 
his compositions suffer accordingly. 
The fifth concerto is largely pianistic 
bluster and bravour with little of ac- 
tual musical message of worth back 
of it. The first movement is hopeless- 
ly “made” and only the slow move- 
ment lends the ‘work value. 


Mr. Lhevinne played the number 
with all the devotion. he feels for 
Rubinstein’s memory, but not even his 
transcendent skill as technician and 
musician seconded by the best from 
Mr. Stock and hfs men could not lend 
the performance real interest and 
power. 

English Opera on Tour. 

Interesting information relative to 
the presenting of grand opera in Eng- 
‘lish at popular prices was obtained 
from Arthur Dunham, the Chicago 
organist-conductor, who has been with 
an eastern organization as first’ con- 
ductor and who spent last week here. 
The company is called the Boston 
English Opera company and began its 
season last fall in Boston under the 
direction of E. M. Beck, whois’ not 
ufknown to Chicagoans as the pro- 


moter of Pnglish opera organizations. 


Mr. Beck provedsa few years ago 
that grand opera in English at popular 
prices could be made to pay and gave 
some performances here in Chicago 
which even under unfavorable con- 
ditions were not without goodly degree 
of worth. The present organization 
is a larger and_ better one than he had 
efore, and it played for twelve suc- 
cessive weeks in Boston to a busniess 
which was practically capacity for 
all save two of the twelve weeks, Since

| AMP bulbs, though they constt-

believe the lamp bulb as important as 

' the storage ttery. 

There is no more perating mo- 
ment than when you Tuss around try- 
ing to put a bulb in a socket and 
the bulb won’t fit, or you have a bulb 
with a single contact base and the 
socket calls for a double contact base. 
Or, perhaps, your car is fitted with a 
twelve volt system and you have a 
six volt spare—bliowout. 


It should be the duty of every au-|. 


tomobile owner to carry spare bulbs, 
and also know that he is carrying the 
right kind, for headlamps, tail light, 
dash, etc. He should also carry fuses 
of the right kind and made for the 
car. The bulbs and fuses should be 
kept in a special carrier, otherwise 
you won't have the bulbs long and 
the fuses cannot be found even by a 
process server. 

Throwing bulbs around is not the 
best thing for them, even though the 
modern bulb can stand a little punish- 
ment. Door pockets and other recepta- 
cles should not be used for storing 
bulbs or fuses. Any supply store will 
show you a bulb carrier, sell you the 
proper bulbs and fuses, and make your 
lighting worries that much less. 


You ought to know enough about 
your car so that you can buy bulbs? 
intelligently. You must know the volt- 
age of the system. Nearly all are six 
volts now, but some use twelve and 
some older cars eighteen or twenty- 
four volts. In som rs a twelve volt 
system is divided, and six volts used 
for lighting. You must know these 
things to know the type of bulbs to 
buy.

Headlamps are often so connected 
that when the switch is thrown to 
“dim” the bulbs are in series: owing to 
the use of a series connection. When 
in series connection if one lamp burns 
out the other will not burn. In series 
wiring only one wire is used . In paral- 
lel wiring two wires are used, and this 
qs the connection employed when the 
lamps are burning brightly. You may 
find that when “dim” is used one lamp 
will burn brighter than the other, es- 
pecially when the engine is stopped. 
This is due to differing resistance in the 
bulbs, and a change of bulb sometimes 
remedies the trouble. 

If you put a six volt bulb fn a 
twelve volt circuit you will burn out the 
bulb. It will flare up for a second and 
burn out. If you put a three volt 
bulb in a six volt circuit the same thing 
happens. If you put a twelve volt bulb 
in a six volt circuit the bulb burns 
dimly. <All bulbs are marked 6-8, 12-16, 
or 3-4. This means that- the lower 
figure is the voltage at whieh it is de- 
signed to operate, but it will stand the 
higher voltage without burning out.

Behind Move to 
Cut Sea Duties 


ITH a view to securing first 
hand information regarding 
automobile and general foreign 
trade conditions for the mem- 

bers of the National Automobile Cham- 
ber of Commerce, S. A. Miles sailed for 
a trip to include England, France, and 
Italy. Mr. Miles will represent the N. 
A. C. C. at the meegings of the Bu 


structeurs d’Automobiles, of which 
the American organization is a mem- 
ber. Consideration will be given to 
the subject of tariffs brought up by the 
request of the American manufactur- 
ers for a reduction of from 45 per cent 
to 30 per cent in American import du- 
ties on automobiles @nd the question 
of further éodperation in standardiza- 
tion and shows. 


In line with its policy to have its 
foreign trade department keep pace 
with the increasing exports of Amert- 
can motor cars and tucks, which were 
shipped during 1919 te an amount in 
excess of $100,000,000, going to more 
than eighty different countries, the 
National Automobile Chamber of Com- 
merce has engaged the services of 
George F. Bauer to be secretary of its 
foreign trade department. Mr. Bauer 
has been commercial agent on the staff 
of the New York office of the bureau 
of foreign and domestic commerce, 
with tariff and foreign statistics as his 
specialty.

135 are surfaced or improved. 

Indiana shows the greatest percent- 
ge of improved highways, 42.5 per 
ent of its roads being surfaced, based 

on the last available figures of 1918. 
That there is a great need for good 
roads can be deduced from the in- 
creased tendency for long distance 
hauling by motor truck and particu- 
larly by the fact that 60,000 employés 
of the United States postoffice depart- 
ment travel 1,400,000 miles daily in 
delivering mail on rural routes. 

With an estimated 1920 production 

of 1,500,000 automobiles, the need for 
better highways is evident.

In 1918 approximately 11,944 miles 
of roads were improved in this country 
and $34,974,000 was spent on mainte- 
snance.

Under the present Sunday school 
System children get but twenty-six or, 
at the most, fifty-two half hour classes 
per year. These come on a crowded 
day, when both teacher and pupil are 
in no mood for work. In the Roman 
Catholic parochial schools from 100 
to 200 hours a year are given to re- 
ligious instruction. The Gary plan 
provides, including the Sunday lesson, 
almost 100 hours a year of efficient 


plan will soon be adopted, in some 
form or another, in every community.

“One.of the greatest advantages of

It 
is much easier to prepare the seed- 
bed first and then build the frame 
around it. A seedbed five or six inches 
, deep should be made with rich, loose 
soil, with no clods, rocks, or cinders 
to prevent the transplanted plant roots 
from becoming readily established. 

After the seedbed has: been worked 
into a fine mellow layer, place twelve 
inch boards one inch thick around it 
to form the sides and ends. Set the 
boards on edge and by driving stakes 
in the ground on the inside and out- 
side they may be held in place. Then 
the boards can bé easily taken up and 
stored in the fall after all of the plants 
have been removed. The size of the 
frames will depend on how much 
en is needed. They may be built

The cloth covering may be made of 


cheap unbleached musitn. It should 
be stretched across the bed, held up 
in. the center with narrow strips of 
wood, and the sides and ends nailed 
down to hold the cloth in place. Where 
the coldframes are used to grow plants 
that are to be transplanted for a late 
crop, or to harden off plants that have 
been started in the greenhouse or hot- 
bed, the cloth cover will be sufficient 
in most cases, and is commonly used 
in the south. If the cloth is of good 
quality and carefully cared for it will 
last two or three seasons.
